ON THE PART OF THE COMMONWEALTH. 

Wcdaesduy, Jlay 1 7 tfi . 

Dr L J Sharp staled, that on the night of the 
6th of Nov last, that on which his brother w as kill- 
ed, he was called oul to atlend oo a black woman 
belonging to MrC P Bacon, and had been there 
between an hour and an hour and a halt, when a | 
servant of his brother’s hurst open the door. and 
said his mistress had sent tor him and that his mas- | 
ter was dyiug on the carpet. He went as fast as 
he could, supposing that his brother had been taken 
in some Cl, and on the way met Dr ->0011 who loid 
bun he had been murdered. When he came into 
the house, he found his sister, Mrs. Sharp, sitting 
on the Hour with a pillow in her lap and his broth- 
er’s head upon it. -After some enquiries, he ex 
amined the wound. It was ma le with a very sharp 
instrument which he supposed to he a butcher I 
knife, and penetrated the body about two inches 
below the pit of the stomach. It was sometime 
before he made up his mind whether the wound 1 
was made with an instrument sharp on both sides 
or not; but after making s-veial experiments and 
receutly examining the cuts in Ins roll ers night 
clothes] which did not seen so smooth on one side 
as on the other, lie had concluded that the wound 
was inflicted with a Untie. W hen the person now 
arraigned was brought hack to Frankfort, seven or 
eight days after the munier.be sent for witness 
w: tie on the other side ot the river, to come and 
see him Witness resolved to go, and asked Gen 
South, Col Taylor and Gen Hardin to go « uh I im 
telling them to notice the prisoner's countenance, 
particularly, when they inet, and that tie would al 
so observe it himself.

having been consulted as a lawyer. Last winter 
lie passed along (he same road to the well and saw 
the same old field. He is satisfied the conversation 
was held at that place. It was about the 1st of 
Sept. 1824 He should not have known Beauchamp 
to he the man. His countenance did not make so 
strong an impression on his mind as to cause him 
! to remember it. He had on light clothes and rode 
a small horse. 

Cross examined.

I (lid not state 
what I knew to Waring; but on the former exam- 
ination, admitted that Waring’* statement was 
correct. Waring and myself differed in some 
pom s about C > i . Sharp. 

Mr S. L M ’.giure stated that on Sunday' 
evening pro-'ee ling the murder, be was in Law- 
re iceburgb, 13 miles from Frankfort, about nn i 
hour by sun, when a gentleman rode up and en- 
quired the name of the place and the way to 
Frankfort. Witness rode on after and overtook 
him. He asked if witness was going to Frank-] 
fort, and was answered that he lived but a small 
distance from there in the country. He said he 
expected he had ridden live nnles out of the 
way. Witness asked where he left the Bards- 
town road, and leant that it was at Gist’s Wit- 
ness hdd him. if he had taken the left hand at 
Col. Wiiite’s place, he w iu!d have saved about 
a mile,. He had on the same dress the prisoner 
his on, with a handkerchief, tied around his 
head, which witness thought to he an old fashion- 
ed spotted silk handkerchief but was not positive. 
He had to raise up his bead when he went to 
look ahead. 

Cross examined. 

The mistake in missing his way was a natural 
one. as the L itvrenceburgh road was the larger 
and plainer one 

Janes Taylor stated, that he snw a man w ith 
ft handkerchief around his bead, apply at his fa- 
ther’s for lodging on the night of the murder, 
hut did not know it to be Beauchamp. He said 
he was unwell and would like a private room; 
but was told that he could not obtain one . that, 
the house was full and there was no other way in. 
which he could sleep but on the dining room 
floor. He recommended him to Capt Weisiger’s. 
Witness had no idea what sort of llandkerchiei 
he had on his head. 

Capt H’cmger had nppFed to Joel Scott to 
take in persons it he should be crowded, but 
knew nothing about the prisoner. 

Mr. Robert Sacra said, that ori the evening be- 
fore the murder, a man culled at Capt. Weisi- 
ger’s tavern alter supper, to get lodgings. He 
had a striped handkerchief on his head and raid 
he had a head ache and wished to procure a 
room by himself. He could not be accominoda-! 
ted, and witness directed him to Joel Scott’s, 
lie docs not know the prisoner to be tbe man; 
but he sent but one person to Scott’s that night 

jlfr. Joel Scott stated, that on the night preced- 
ing the murder, a gentleman rode up to his door 
and said he wanted to slay with him all night; 
that he could not get accommodated at the tav- 
erns; that at Taylors they could accommodate 
his horse but nnl himself, unless he w ould sleep 
three in a bed, that at Weisiger’s, lie could sleep 
two in a bed, but Ins horse could not he accom- 
modated. A servant took his horse, &.c, and he 
walked in and took of bis hut and a handkerchief 
which lie had tied round his head. Witness 
asked if he was unwell, and was answered no, 
hut that be had been, riding through the barrens; 
n it the woods were on tire and the smoke him 
his eyes and made his head ache a little Wit- 
ness asked where he was fioin, and he said from, 
theGreeu River country. He went out to the 
Stable as he understood, and w as gone 20 or 30 
Minutes. After supping and conversing a while,' 
he proposed to retire. Witness took a candle 
and shewed him up stairs into the room where 
he was to sleep. He said he generally read a‘ 
while before he went to bed, and requested the; 
Candle to be left with him, which was done. 
Late in the nigfit witness heard a nni-e up stairs,! 
which at fi-st supposed was his mother, or anoth- 
er person -sleeping in the house; but on listening! 
he heard the latch of the door rattle, and heard i 
a person go down stairs and hawk an I spit as he 
passed, liv which he knew it w<! the stranger. i 
Jle lai-l and listened for his return so long that] 
not hearing the clock strike, he thought it had 
stopped, and went to sleep without hearing him 
return. A servant cattle into his room early, 
and told witness that Col Sharp Imd been mur-; 
dereJ. lie got up and went to Col Sharp’s house 
where lie met wiih Mr. KJirvie, Mr. B Taylor! 
■and several othei's, who told him the particulars! 
and stated that the murder was committed be- 
tween one and two o’clock . Witness then said 
that perhaps he had entertained the murderer, 
and told them that a stranger who lodged at Ins 
house, hud got up and -one out between one anil , 
three o’clock Some person proposed that they 
should go nil I see whether tbe man was tliere 
ftlr B. Taylor Mr Hemy Payne and another' 
person went with witness As they came near 
the house, >t was proposed thai they, should all 
go up into the stranger’s room together; but lie] 
objected to it, as lie had some delicacy in intru- 
ding so rudely on his lodger who might be inno i 
cent Witness took a candle waked up Mr Bar-i 
low, it person sleeping in his house, then went!

coat. Witness told him a most horrible nitirdei 
bad been committed on Col. Sharp last night. 
He said.it w as an extraordinary case or a hot- 
rible thing. Witness said to him, history dn 
not prolwblv record a murder «o horrible in al 
its circumstances. Ha said nothing. Witnes- 
returned to the men who went with him ano 
told them (he man was there.' They asked how 
he looked? Witness answered just like othei 
men under similar circumstances, and told them 
to go and stop the report of their being any sits 
picions ag unst him as coining from witness. A 
witness was talking with Mrs. Scott B. came in. 
and after being invited to take a seat, called fo. 
hishvrse. Witness asked him if he would not 
stay until the Legislature was organized, that he 
might carry the news? He said he was in a bur 
ry and should have been o If very early if he 
could have found the Register’s office open, and 
that he had already lost two or three day sin 
coming up at Bloomfield. Ashe was starling 
witness told him he had staiu with him all night 
and he had not yet the pleasure of know ing his 
name.

Beauchamp had sent for w itness to call and 
see him in the Jail, and enquired w hat he would 
state relative to his going out, appearance Sec. 
Witness told him and he said it was true. He 
added that he had been out oftener than he knew 
of; that he h id set down and read three quarters 
of an hour; that he had then took the wash bowl 
washed his feet, dried them and threw the wa 
ter in the fire; that lie then went out and was 
gone a quarter of an hour; that he had then re- 
turned; that he got up again at lire time witness 
heard him, went out and was gone about an hour. 
Here be paused, and witness thought he was a- 
bout to to tell where he was; but lie said no 
more. Witness then told him he did not wish 
to entrap biin, but would be glial to know what 
he went out for at tbe time lie beard him? He 
said it was a matter of delicacy ; that he wished 
he had been apprehended at first; that it would 
have been easy for him to shew where he was 
then but it might be difficult now, that character 
was involved in it. Witness told him that when 
character and life were both in danger, it ought 
not to he difficult to determine whether he would 
lose both or character only.
